Of th is su m $167,000 was su stained 
on th e local div ision. 
Th e officials asked for au th ority 
to issu e $78 7,000 fou r per cent bonds 
for th e pu rpose of su pply ing fu nds 
with wh ich to make repairs. It stat­ 
ed its inability to sell th ese bonds in

Wh ile retu rning from a class pic­ 
nic late y esterday afternoon, Carl 
Stu ffy , age sev enteen, a senior in th e 
Sh elby v ille h igh sch ool, was h it by an 
I. & (*. traction car wh ile ly ing flat 
on th e bridge ju st east of St. Pau l 
and knocked to th e riv er fifty feet 
below. 
He was rescu ed by h is com­ 
panion, Carl Moore, wh o was also 
on th e bridge wh en th e car passed, 
else h e wou ld most certainly h av e 
drowned. 
Th e two boy s h ad been spending 
th e day picnicing with oth er mem­ 
bers of th e senior class, bu t ch anged 
th eir cou rse and did not go back to 
Sh elby v ille with 
th eir 
classmates. 
Instead th ey intended to take a trip 
down to th e St. Rau l stone qu arry 
to watch th e work th ere for a time. 
Wh en Steffy and Moore approach ­ 
ed th e long 
I. & C. bridge, 
th ey 
th ou gh t of th e danger if a car sh ou ld 
catch th em on th e bridge, and scan­ 
ned th e h orizin each way for an ap­ 
proach ing interu rban. Th e approach 
to th e bridge on eith er side is cu t off 
so th at it is impossible to see any 
great distance u p th e track. 
Th ey finally th ou gh t it safe to v en­ 
tu re across, bu t th ey h ad not reach ed 
th e midway point on th e bridge u ntil 
a car came bearing down on th em 
from th e west. 
Wh en th e boy s saw 
clearly th at th ey cou ld not gain th e 
end of th e bridge, th ey attempted to 
get clear of th e path of th e car. 
Moore ran for a trolley pole wh ich 
is on th e bridge and h u ng to it. ou t 
ov er th e riv er wh ile th e interu rban 
ru mbled by . 
Th e Steffy boy cou ld 
not reach th e pole in time and h e 
lay down flat on h is face on th e ties 
ju st ou tside th e rails and waited for 
th e oncoming car. 
Some projection on th e car, pos­ 
sibly th e dev ice u sed in th e new sig­ 
nal sy stem, stru ck h is righ t arm and 
broke and lacerated it, and th rew h im 
into th e riv er. 
At A h is point Flat-

Another Forbids Prosecuting Attor­ 


ney From Assisting in Pro­ 


curing Saloon License.

Th ree acts of th e last legislatu re 
apply to intox icating liqu or in one 
way or tl?e oth er. A fine and impris­ 
onment in th e eou Aty jail is prov ided 
for th e person wh o sells or giv es a 
weapon of any sort to a dru nkard. 
Anoth er forbids officials from assist­ 
ing in procu ring liqu or licenses and 
th e th ird h as to 
do with 
license 
transferals. 
Hou se Bill 34 (Ch apter 26), ap­ 
prov ed Febru ary 22, enacts “th at 
wh oev er sells, barters, giv es or deliv ­ 
ers any pistol, dirk, bowie knife, dag­ 
ger or any oth er dangerou s or deadly 
weapon to any person at th e time in 
a state of intox ication, knowing h im 
or h er to be in a state of intox ication 
or to any person in th e h abit of be­ 
coming intox icated’’ with knowledge 
of su ch h abit, sh all be fined in any 
su m not ex ceeding $1,000, or impris­ 
oned in jail pot less th an th irty day s 
nor more th an six month s or both 
fined and imprisoned. 
Hou se Bill 323 (Ch apter 271), ap­ 
prov ed March . 15, amends th e act of 
19 01 (Bu rns, 19 08 . Section 
9 409 ), 
forbidding “any person wh ile h old­ 
ing th e office of 
prosecu ting attor­ 
ney ” to assist in procu ring any sa­ 
loon license.. Th e title of th e act is 
not amended in any way so as to re­ 
fer to Any body bu t prosecu ting a t­ 
torney s and th eir depu ties; 
bu t th e 
rody of th e act is made to declare it 
u nlawfu l “for any person wh ile h old­ 
ing th e office of prosecu ting attorney 
or depu ty prosecu ting attorney , may ­ 
or of any city acting as city ju dge, 
or ju dge of any city cou rt” eith er di­ 
rectly or indirectly , to act as attor­ 
ney or to assist in procu ring su ch a 
license. Th e act is also made to for­ 
bid giv ing any assistance in procu r­ 
ing a license to sell 
intox icating 
liqu ors at “wh olesale” as well as at 
retail. 
Th e penalty fix ed by th e old 
law is not ch anged. 
Senate Bill 349 (Ch apter 216), ap­ 
prov ed March 14, au th orizes receiv ­ 
ers to apply for, and boards of cou n­ 
ty commissioners to grant th e 
sale 
and transfer of retail liqu or licenses 
in cases wh ere a cou rt h as du ly ap­ 
pointed a receiv er or tru stee in bank­ 
ru ptcy for th e property of any h old­ 
er of a retail liqu or license. In any 
su ch case th e receiv er may , with in 
six ty day s after h is appointment, ap­ 
pointment, apply for th e sale and th e 
transfer of su ch license in all re­ 
spects as tlie licensee migh t 
apply 
th erefor, wh ich application sh all be 
made and action taken th ereon by 
th e board of commissioners, as in 
case of su ch application by th e lieen- 
In case any su ch license

granted and transfer made by th e

W ashin g ton , May 22.—In reg ard to 
the Jap an ese situ ation , rep orts re­ 
ceiv ed by the state dep artm en t from 
Un ited States rep resen tativ es in Tokio 
brou g ht en cou rag emen t to the admin ­ 
istration . 
Presiden t Wilson has had 
the g reatest faith from the first that 
some way for a dip lomatic settlem en t 
of the Californ ia alien lan d law con ­ 
trov ersy wou ld be fou n d, an d late de­ 
v elop men ts hav e g iv en him addition al 
g rou n d for hop e. 
On e of the rep orts 
to the state dep artm en t was from a 
dip lomatic rep resen tativ e of the Un it­ 
ed States g ov ern men t, who discu ssed 
the situ ation in formally with members 
of the Jap an ese m in istry followin g the 
receip t by them of the American rep ly 
to Ambassador Chin da’s formal p rotest 
ag ain st the Californ ia leg islation . This 
rep ort brou g ht to the p residen t an d 
Secretary of State Bry an ex p ression s 
of con fiden ce by the American rep re­ 
sen tativ e that the Jap an ese m in isters 
fu lly ap p reciate the sin cerity of this 
g ov ern m en t’s efforts to p rev en t dis­ 
crimin ation ag ain st Jap an ese su bjects 
throu g h the Californ ia law, an d also 
the domestic difficu lties which the 
Un ited States officials hav e en cou n ­ 
tered in dealin g with the state g ov ern ­ 
m en t in v olv ed. 
In formally the Jap an ese m in isters 
are rep orted to hav e said at this con ­ 
feren ce that they u n derstood thorou g h­ 
ly the p ecu liarities of the situ ation 
arisin g from the du al character of the 
American g ov ern men t.

Both the p residen t an d secretary of 
state, it is u n derstood, were imp ressed 
by the ton e of this rep ort, an d their 
hop es for a satisfactory adju stm en t of 
the con trov ersy throu g h dip lomatic 
chan n els were stren g then ed. 
Other p erson s in W ashin g ton more 
familiar with foreig n affairs an d with 
the far east, hav e n ot shared the p res­ 
iden t’s op timism an d fran kly con tin u e 
to reg ard the p resen t n eg otiation s, in ­ 
v olv in g as they do the qu estion s of 
n ation al hon or for Jap an as m arkin g a 
crisis in the situ ation between Jap an 
an d the Un ited States, if n ot the en ­ 
tire western world.

Dynamite "Plant.” 


Boston, May 22.—A Lawrence un­ 
dertaker, Joan J. Breen, at that time 
a m em ber of the Law rence school 
board, who was fined $500 for ‘p lant­ 
ing” dy namite in various p laces of 
that city during the tex tile strike of 
19 12 for the p urp ose of discrediting 
the strikers, took the stand at the trial 
of President William B. Wood of the 
American Woolen comp any , F. E. At- 
teaux and Dennis J. Collins, for con­ 
sp iring to p lant the ex p losive, and said 
he received $700 from Atteaux for do­ 
ing the job, having received the dy na­ 
mite from E rnest W. Pitman, now 
dead. 
Under cross-ex amination of At­ 
torney Coakley , counsel for Atteaux . 
questions were asked which indicated 
that the defense, so far as Atteaux is 
concerned, intends to imp ute that th i- 
testimony was actuated by motives of 
blackmail. 
“After y ou had been convicted last 
July y ou went to Atteaux and dem and­ 
ed $12,000, didn't y ou?” shouted Coak­ 
ley at the witness, after about two 
hours of other questioning. 
‘‘Yes. Assaf Di Prato and the other 
Lawrence p eop le who had been arrest­ 
ed when the dy namite was found had 
brought civil suits against me. 
My 
lawy er said he could settle with Di 
Prato for $5,000 and for $1,000 with 
the other seven,” rep lied Breen. 
“Well, y ou later offered to take $7,- 
000 from Atteaux , didn’t y ou?” 
“I received an offer from y ou, his 
lawy er, of $7,000,” resp onded Breen. 
W itness in rep ly to further ques­ 
tions admitted he had refused to take 
this $7,000 from the lawy er under the 
conditions the lawy er imp osed. 
“Let us have the conditions,” said 
Attorney Coakley . 
"You told me to p ut most of the 
money in my p ocket and settle with 
the p oor slobs in Lawrence as cheap ly 
as I could. 
I refused to do any such 
thing.”

The 9 9 Cent Sto re 


State Senato r Van Nu y s and other 
lawy ers in the Anderson city co u rt 
ex p ressed su rp rise when Pro secu to r 
Shu man o f Anderso n asserted that 
the cigarette law, enacted by the last 
sessio n o f the Indiana legislatu re, 
does no t ap p ly to dealers, and that 
the old law in regard to dealers co n­ 
tinu es in effect. May o r Fo ster, as 
ju dge in the city co u rt, u p held the 
state. 
George N ic h o ls sold cigarettes to 
a mino r who, Nichols asserted, rep ­ 
resented he was twenty -o ne y ears 
old. Cou nsel fo r Nichols, inclu ding 
Van Nu y s, decided he shou ld p lead 
gu ilty u nder the new’ law 011 cigar­ 
ettes. Bu t following the p lea it was 
p o inted o u t by the state that the 
new cigarette law’ ap p lies to minors 
ex clu siv ely , and that the p enalty fo r 
an adu lt wou ld be u nder the old law. 
Nichols w’as fined $2 5 and co sts, bu t 
had tho u ght he might escap e writh a 
fine o f $1 and co sts. Theodore Sau n­ 
ders, the minor, who testified he had 
bo u ght cigarettes o f Nichols and also 
that he smoked twro o f the cigarettes, 
w’as fined $1 and co sts, the minimu m
